Best Goods. 


Of the Canned Goods Situation. 
Conditions and Changes. Outlook. 


Market Reports. 


The last days of February gave us a touch of winter more 
resembling March with its winds and low temperatures. So 
severe was the wind and so general the cold that it caused seri- 
ous apprehension throughout the South for the safety of the 
interior peach crop. In the first days of this week, when a 
Northwest wind was blowing at thirty miles an hour with a tem- 
perature down below freezing, reports came in that Georgia 
peaches had suffered immensely, as the trees were caught almost 
in full bloom. Later reports are that that was an exaggeration, 
and it is now reckoned that the utmost of damage done down there 
will amount to about 25%, and the injury may not amount to 
even that much on an average yield. The fact of the matter is 
the fruit trees are not in bloom to the extent reported. 

Throughout the upper part of the South other flowers have 
been bloooming springlike for the past two weeks, but fruit trees 
were not included, cherries possibly being the only exception. 
The cold weather may, however, have the effect of retarding the 
development of the Southern truck gardens, but it depends 
largely upon the continuation of the low temperatures. 

March comes iu, however, quiet and not blustery, with freez- 
ing temperatures as far down as North Carolina. On the other 
hand, all the country is in expectancy of a very early spring, 
and the late frost is more of an encouragement to believe the 
winter is passing out in regular order than an anticipation of 
further frost. So far as this immediate section is concerned, the 
fruit trees are in better condition to stand low temperatures than 
they were a month ago, and with respect to the peach and other 
fruit crops no special harm has been done in this late winter or 
early spring. 

The crop of most interest at present as far as the market is 
concerned is really peas. The general outlook appears to indi- 
cate that the acreage is somewhat smaller than last year; that 
the large carryover from last season’s packing has been pretty 
well consumed; that during the past month the original holders 
of peas have been sending them out somewhat at a sacrifice, and 


| 
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that the packing houses have been getting into position for the 
new pack as soon as it arrives. 

We are as yet sixty days from the average date of the com- 
mencement of pea packing and we think the new pack will come 
upon aclean market. Prices, however, are not going to be 
high. In Baltimore city, which usually sets the quotations for 
new peas, the figure will be about 75c. for early June standards, 
although we hear of quotations in some places North and West 
of us as low as 7oc. As we have before remarked, however, this 
will not be a season of overpacking peas. The parties who over- 
did the market in peas last season learned a severe lesson, and we 
anticipate a better quality of pack of smaller extent. 

Pineapples, as before reported, are apparently in a fair con- 
dition in the Bahamas. The rival importing companies will rush 
all they can get into market as early as possible, but the market 
may be somewhat more divided than usual. It is anticipated, 
however, that the quotations will be about the same for cargoes 
as heretofore, and, taken all the way through the season, the 
year 1906 will be about a fair average as to supply and pack. 

It should be observed here that New York, as the Eastern 
representative of West India pineapples, is vigorously booming 
the Singapore article, and New York understands how to advertise 
a thing. 

It is about time we had a good year in packing season for 
small fruits. Recent packs have been well cleaned up because 
they have been liked; and we have noticed for many years that a 
condition of this kind is always succeeded by an increase in the 
pack if the crops are prolific. The prices that have been pre- 
vailing for such staple small fruits as blackberries, red raspber- 
ries and some of the others are sufficiently high to tempt the 
packers to at least fill in time upon them, and it may depend 
somewhat upon the pack of peas and pineapples as to what the 
pack of these articles will amount to. 

The situation in regular staples is surely and certainly tak- 


ing concrete shape. Corn for instance is resolving itself into a 


peculiar position. It is well known there is an excess of western 
canued corn on the market; large quantities held both in New 
York and in Chicago; and most of the western packers have some 
on hand. There is therefore a pessimistic feeling on this article 
in most of the packing sections of the west which is going to 
greatly reduce or restrict the pack in that section. On the other 
hand both New York and Maine find themselves in good position 
as regards a first class prime article, and packers there are acting 
accordingly. In Maine growers contracts are being made upon 
a solid basis which appears to be equally just to the grower and _ 
the packer, being evidently based upon anticipations of a fair 
price for a fair crop. Jobbers however are contending that pack- 


» ers have no right to make their prices for future packed corn 


lower than the corn now held in stock and paid for by the 
jobbers. They maintain that it is an unjust move. But many 
packers think that it is inevitable that such conditions should 
strike the buyers occasionally, they strike the packer often. It 
is true however that the packers of high grade corn are making 
contracts for the packed article at about roc. per dozen less than 
the prices for the same article last year. There is sufficient of 
fine western stock however on hand to prevent this resolution 
from doing damage to any one, and we infer that it will result in 
considerable call for the best quality of western-corn. Such a 
consideration emphasises the advantage of a packer owning and 
pushing his own labels, for in the question of the value of fine 
corn to day the fame of the label would be a large factor. In 
Maryland and Viriginia the corn situation shows no change since 
the first of the year. County corn is worth about 50 to 55c. 
The situation in peaches becomes more settled and satisfact- 
ory as time proceeds. There is fair assurance of an average 
crop, although we believe most of it will come from the South; 
California is well cleaned up on spot stocks, with a certainty 
that the packers will be in the market heavily for the new crop.

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The prevailing prices for peaces will be held firmly during most 
of the year at present quotations. 

Tomatoes have become again matter of considerable interest. 
There is evidence that the syndicate has been shading its recent 
prices, and all sorts of reports can be found from all sorts of 
brokers. It would not take much of a break in this article to make 
the bulk of the brokers the buyer’s agent, which means a bear 
market. New York is sending out reports of quotations of spot 
tomatoes standard No. 3 at $1.02% per dozen, but so far no Bal- 
timore brokers have made any such offerings. Some of them 
quote standard 3s at $1.05 to $1.10, which merely indicates a 
weakness on the same quotations previously made; some of them 
are offering standard 3s at $1.10 to $1.15, and we believe this 
figure indicates the market condition and price better than any- 
thing else. There are very many jobbers who would hail a smash 
in the valuation of tomatoes of today, and we have no doubt 
there are many brokers with them, but there is less probability 
of a decline than an advance in this article. 

We are now entering into the season for heavy placing of 
future orders for cans, yet there is an encouraging absence of 
variations in values. There is also no change this week in quo- 
tations of either tin plates or pig tin. We note that some of the 
Packers’ Associations in the West are discussing the advisability 
of petitioning Congress to enact a law requiring a certain amount 
of coating upon tin plates to be used for food cans. It does not 
require much to induce Congress to take action upon anything 
that appeals to the people's idea of food regulation; but we be- 
lieve the American tin plate mills will respond as quickly as 
Congress possibly could do to the desire of the packers for a 
better quality of tin. No change of any kind to report in lead 
or solder. Canners’ metals can be found on their regular page. 


NEW YORK MARKET. 
New York, Feb. 28.—The morith of February has been 


better, as a whole, than the month of January and probably bet- 
ter than was December. Sales have been in small rather than 
large lots, but the small sales have aggregated a respectable 
quantity. Opening prices have been made on some leading va- 
rieties and these have sold fully as heavily as last year at the 
same time. The feeling as the month progressed improved and 
at the close was considered fairly satisfactory. 

Tomatoes.—The market is a shade weaker, with full stand- 
ard Maryland 3s offered by small holders more or less freely at 
$1.073%4 f. 0. b. factory. These sales are principally in small lots 
and demand is wholly of a jobbing character. Buyers appear to 
be taking hold with considerable fieedom at the price quoted. A 
report is in circulation that the syndicete has receded from its’ 
position and is surreptitiously releasing some of its holdings at 
the low figures. This report lacks confirmation, however, and 
and is given for what it may be worth. Off-standard 3s are 
offered at $1.00 delivered and full standard 2s can be bought at 
87%c. f. o. b. factory. Syndicate 3s are quoted at $1.15 f. o. b. 
factory, but no buying is reported. The whole situation is more 
or less weak. Futures are unchanged and only occasional sales 
are reported. The price for raw material will have some influ- 
ence on the situation in futures. In New Jersey and Delaware 
growers are asking a minimum of $8 per ton. Canners fre- 
quently object to paying that price, but in numerous Maryland 
and New Jersey localities canners are offering that figure. 

Corn.—The market is quiet. Some interest has been shown 
in future Maine corn, which opened at 82%c,, or 12%c., below 
last year’s opening on fancy. Standard was not offered. It is 
said that concessions which amount to 2%c. to 5c. are possible 
on this figure. Last year an agreement was made by which 
prices could not be reduced on Maine corn until January 1, 1906. 
It is understood that no agreement of that character has been 
made this year. Trading in spot goods is unchanged and, in 
most instances, is extremely light. For raw stock prices as

quoted by growers are more or less variable. In some localities 
canners will not contract for corn at any price. Western offers 
range from $4.50 to $7.00 per ton. In the principal canning 
counties of New York contracts are being made at 6oc. per 100 
pounds, husked. The price in the husk is $7.00 to $8.00. In 
Ohio packers are offering $7.00. In Maine canners have agreed 
to hold to the 1905 price, 2c. for corn cut from the cob, but they 
insist npon a reduction in acreage. In Vermont $14.00 per ton 
is offered for husked corn. 

Peas.—Spot offerings are firm and stock in first hands is 
cleaning up at full prices. Movement is chiefly in small lots, 
but is continuous. 

Succotash.—The opening price on Maine pack at 82%4c. 
f. o. b. Portland is not attracting much attention. Spot stocks 
are low and trading is limitgd. 

Fruits.—Peaches are very strong, with standard California 
2%s and extra standard California lemon clings closely cleaned 
up and the tendency of the market upward. Southern standard 
yellows are firm. Pineapples are in close compass and on Singa- 
pore offerings the tendency is upward. 

Sardines.—The market is a shade firmer on quarter-oils and 
three-quarter mustards, but jobbing interest is slack. Futures 
are dull. A meeting of the packing interests with representa- 
tives of the American Can Company is in progress at Eastport 
today. A proposed community of interest plan is under dis- 
cussion. 

Salmon.—The market is quiet, but the tone is strong on 
all leading grades. HvuDSON. 


THE HEYBURN PURE FOOD BILL. 


Passed Overwhelmingly in the Senate, February 2ist. 


In the Senate Wednesday, February 21st, the Heybourn 
pure food bill passed that body by a practically unanimous vote, 


the balloting showing 63 ayes to 4 nays. Bills of a similar nat- 
ure have been before Congress for the past fifteen years without 
having become a law. 

Coming right upon the heels of the resolution passed by the 
associations at Atlantic City, favoring the enactment of a Pure 
Food Bill, this action looks suggestive, and canned goods pack- 
ers shauld be relieved of the unjust criticism they have been 
subject to. 

The Bill will now go to the House to be acted upon, and it 
is the general impression will be passed. It will in that event 
become a law, under which all foods must be manufactured or 
produced.

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Jobbers’ Views 


Conditions as Observed by Leading Grocer Journals of 
Various Sections and Their Comments. 
New York. 


The market for canned tomatoes is only moderately active, the high 
prices of spot stocks preventing free purchases. The tone on No. 2s is very 
firm, and most of the holders ask goc. per dozen f. 0. b., but some lots can 
be had, it is said, at 5c. less. The distributing movement in tomatoes is 
light, a sign that the cut-price growers have found corn a better article than 
tomatoes for their purposes this season. In futures the business has been 
small among the tomato packers this week. Future corn is more active, 
owing to the opening of the market for Maine pack. The leading packers 
quote 82'%c. f. o. b. Portland for fancy grade, a decline of 12%c. from the 
opening price of 1905. At this price Maine corn can be retailed for toc. a 
can, and big sales could be depended upon. The assurance should lead toa 
heavy business in futures and a corresponding large pack. The Southern 
are low in value and dull. Western corn is inactive. Succotash of Maine 
packing is quoted for future delivery at 82!%c. f. 0. b. Portland, same 
figures as for corn. Other vegetables are quiet. The corn situation in the 
South is thus outlined by Strasbaugh, Silver & Co., of Aberdeen, Md.: 
“ Buyers continue to be interested and orders worthy of note have been 
passed within the last week. Shoepeg corn especially continues to interest 
the buyers who are familiar with this class of whole grain, small and tender 
packing, and new friends are being made for this class among those who 
are still able to chew their own food, rather than have machinery mash 
their condiments into a pulp. Fifty-five to sixty-five cents is the best price 
for various brands well known to those who have enjoyed the shoepeg 
variety heretofore.’’ The demand for canned fruits is quiet. Salmon is 
unchanged. Ditto sardines.—Merchants’ Review. 


Philadelphia. 


The tomato market is unchanged for the week. In first hands it is still 
maintained on as firm a basis as before, but here and there a jobber is still 
willing to take his profit and undersell the market to some extent, There 
is some foundation for the prophecy that the syndicate, who undoubtedly 
control the bulk of the 1,600 000 cases supposed to be available east of the 
Missouri River, will advance the price during March, probably 5c. a dozen. 


The demand for tomatoes is very light. As reported elsewhere, the new 
price on future Maine corn is 82%c., against 95c. last year. At this price 
the demand will probably be heavy. Other grades of corn are unchanged 
and still dull and weak. Peas are in good shape and are selling well at un- 
changed prices. Peaches are unchanged and quiet. Apples are firm, un- 
changed and the demand fair. From this on the demand will be heavier 
and the situation even stronger. California canned goods are unchanged 
and quiet in first hands. The Baltimore line is unchanged and quiet. 
Future peas are in good demand, future tomatoes in fair demand and future 
corn in very light demand.—Grocery World. 
Boston. 

There is an increasing demand for Singapore pineapples for prompt 

shipment, as is usually the case at this season of the year, pineapple being a 


fruit that always sells well in the spring. The inquiries are mostly for 1% © 


long chucks, which appear to be the most popular style of packing. Prices 
are very firm and will undoubtedly remain so throughout the year, owing to 
the failure of the first crop. Our cable advices today report total shipments 
of canned pineapple from Singapore to New York and Canada during the 
first half of February 2,250 cases.—New England Grocer. 


Chicago. 

The market is strong on all kinds of canned vegetables, with the single 
exception of pumpkin, which is in relatively larger supply than the other 
lines and which holds steady. Tomatoes are in strong hands and are held 
up to former prices. There are few tomatoes anywhere in the country out- 
side of those owned by the packers’ combination, and this naturally makes 
conditions in the market very strong, as these people have expressed the 
determination not to sell until they force the jobbers to come to them and 
pay their price. Corn continues to go freely into consumption at steady 
figures. Peas, of course, are firm. They could hardly be otherwise, with 
supplies in canners’ hands so much reduced. Peas are a safe purchase at 
today’s market. Demand for fruits is only seasonable at present, but prices 
are very firm, as owing to the smallness of stocks in packers’ hands they 
are able to demand and obtain full prices from the jobbers. Canned salmon 
is in good demand considering that it is winter. This is a summer commod- 
ity, but, nevertheless, sales have been very fair of late. All descriptions of 
salmon are firm, owing to the smallness of practically all kinds in first hands, 
Sardines are steady. Lobsters, shrimp and oysters are firm.—Gvocers’ 
Criterion. 

Montreal, Can. 

The market is easy, with the exception of tomatoes, which are firm.

However, it will be two to three months before it will 
be possible to deliver these goods, and many things may happen in that 
time.

‘‘Canned Goods are very strong ’’ is the word at every wholesale house, 


but for the week no advances in prices are quoted, except for tomatoes. . 


They are in active demand at a dollar. Peas and corn are in about the 
same way, perhaps less markedly so. The low prices are causing a very 
large consumption, and, though the packers last fall filled 90% of their 
orders, it is said there won’t be a can left over. Tomatoes are very high in 
the States and cannot be imported from there as they were last year. The 
Canadian asparagus is done and the Californian is a luxury at $3.90. The 
scarcity of apples has firmed the market for all canned fruits.—Canadian 
Grocer. 
London, England. 

Salmon.—The market for British Columbia and Alaska is unaltered, 
but there has not been much doing this week, and this is probably due to 
the fact that dealers have been devoting their attention to the receipt of 
their supplies and distributing them into the country per the steamship 
Jason, whose arrival was announced in last Saturday’s Grocers’ Gazette, 
with a large quantity on board and which has this week brought 94,732 
cases to Liverpool. Other arrivals include the Macham, with 5,250 cases, 
and the Pannonia, with 600 cases, both to Liverpool. Lobsters are a very 
firm market, although there is not a great deal doing. The St. John City 
has brought 616 cases. Sardines.—There has been somewhat less demand 
this week, but prices are without alteration. The Le Morbihan has arrived 
at Newhaven with 1,041 cases. Meats are in good consumptive demand, 
and corned beef is dearer, whilst other kinds are firm. Fruits.—The qual- 
ity of the Californian fruits which have recently arrived has, it is stated, 
given the greatest satisfaction, and this should be a factor in inducing a 
good consumption at the moderate prices now ruling. Pines continue to 
get dearer. The Palermo has brought 9,719 cases, the Hyson 2,385 cases 
and the Isle de Panay 1,841 cases of pines, the last named to Liverpool, 

Liverpool, England. 

Salmon.—The market is anxiously waiting for supplies out of the 
Jason, which is now alongside, and also out of the Tydens, which is ex- 
pected here shortly. Best salmon continues in good inquiry, and it is antici- 
pated that the cargo of both these ships will go straight into the country to 


retailers. Limits keep exceedingly firm, with a strong upward tendency in 
one-pound and half-pound flats and more inquiry for talls. Alaska steady 
at late rates. Lobsters.—None to be had, and the market is waiting for 
new goods. Sardines.—There is a little more activity in this department, 
and grocery quarters are being sought for. Fruits.—The recent deliveries 
of cheap apricots have encouraged the demand considerably, with the result 
that there is good business passing at present rates. It is is probable that 
the market will take an upward turn, as present prices are said to be entirely 
unremunerative. Pineapples continue firm at the advance noted a week or 
two ago. Meats steady. Lunch and ox tongues quiet.—Gvocers’ Gazette, 


Orchardists, Take Notice! 


It is a well-known fact that orchards infested with the San Jose Scale 
must be treated with an effective wash at least once a year in order to pre-- 
serve the trees. The experiments conducted by this Department, as cited 
in Bulletin 107, of the Maryland Experiment Station, (which can be had 
for the asking) proves that at present the lime, sulphur and salt wash is the 
cheapest and most effective dormant treatment for the San Jose Scale. All 
infested trees should be sprayed thoroughly this spring with this wash 
before the buds open. The large majority of orchardists of the State have 
been made acquainted with the gan Jose Scale through the local inspectors 
visiting their places. The constant menace of the pest in any vicinity by 
its distribntion to surrounding orchards is evident on the part of all who 
have infested orchards. You have also been warned through letter that 
treatment is imperative. The law requires that all infestations be either. 
treated or destroyed. Below is given the formula and method of making 
the lime, sulphur and salt wash. 

THE LIME, SULPHUR AND SALT WASH. 


Good Quality of Freshly Burnt Stone Lime................... 20 pounds 


Directions.—Put 20 gallons of water in an iron pot or hog scalder and 
bring it to a boil and then add the stone lime and sulphur, The sulphur 
should be made into a paste with hot water before placing it in the boiler 
in order to facilitate its mixing. After the lime and sulphur have been 
boiled for some time, add the salt. Boil the mixture thoroughly, stirring 
occasionally from thirty minutes to one hour, or until the sulphur is thor- 
oughly dissolved and produces a clear, amber-colored solution. Then 
dilute by adding hot or cold water. to make 50 gallons. Pass the mixture 
through a strainer with at least 20 meshes to the inch into the spray barrel 
and apply warm. 

In treating badly infested apple trees better results may be secured by 
increasing the sulphur and lime each five pounds more than is given in the 
above formula.

One more revolution of the great wheel of Time has been made, and the 
convocation of this Association at another annual session, like a click of a 
meter, gives us the startling reminder that ihe vear 1905, which has made 
us all one year older, if not very much wiser, has passed into history—a 
history replete with events of the greatest importance not only to the 
nation, but to the whole world. 

Mighty armies, grappled in a struggle to the death, have been pushed 
asunder by a wave of a peace wand in the hand of our own Chief Magis- 
trate. 


Graft, fraud,.corruption and embezzlement have been found lurking in 
high financial and political circles, and men heretofore consdered great and 
of stainless reputation have been dragged from their pedestals with reputa- 
tions blasted and in many cases fortunes squandered, while penal institu- 
tions are being colonized with former directors of trust companies. 

Many of our greatest and best citizens have passed from Time to 
Eternity, and particularly wili the nation lose in John Hay, William Harper 
and Marshall Field, men whose efforts have not been in vain to leave their 
footprints in marble instead of sand. 

But, as the ripple caused by a pebble thrown into a stream is soon lost 
to view and the water is in a moment placid, so today the nation and even 
the scenes of recent stirring-events have resumed their normal course, and, 
while more history has been made, the swift and noiseless march of Time 
has smoothed the troubled waters, and all eyes are again on the future, and 
we keep on swimming in the net of Fate, still unmindful of that Ever 
Ruling and All-Powerful Agent which controls not only our every present 
act, but our eternal future, and brings success or failure to our plans wher- 
ever and whenever we may cast the die, apart altogether from our individual 
effort. 

Perhaps in no other industry is the weakness of the individual so com- 
pletely demonstrated as in that of the preserving for future use of perishable 
vegetables or fruits. 

**Paul may plant and Apollos may water, but God alone giveth the 
a Scriptural injunction which was amply demonstrated to the 
entire satisfaction of the corn, tomato and pea packers during the season 
that has just passed. 

One year ago today the packers of tomatoes and peas had their ware- 
houses full of stock, and buyers were very loathe to even consider the 
question of futures, while the demand for corn was good at a fair price. 

Today tomatoes and peas are practically all out of the packers’ 
hands and there is a good demand for both of these vegetables at fair prices, 
while there is a surplus of corn and some corn packers are repeating the 
action of the tomato and pea canners of a year ago in selling their stock 
away below cost in order to meet a depressed market. 

Now, the experience of the past year was that a large number of those 
who pursued this course either went to the wall or else are hanging on for 
another year, in hopes that 1906 will bring better things and they will 
recoup at least a part of their losses. 

The vegetable canners have been accustomed to come together once 
every year at these Conventions having various objects in view; some come to 
see the new machinery, very many come for the purpose of enlarging an

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possible to improve their methods not alone in the factory part of their 
work, but in the general conduct of a business which is not only one of the 
greatest and most important industries of the age, but is a science, an art, a 
system of finance and a treatise on theology combined. 

The most important work done by these annual meetings is in the 
co-mingling of packers from all sections of the continent, as the experience 
of one is rarely, if ever, that of the other; and the more we convert these 
Conventions into a classmeeting and confessional, the more we will benefit 
not only ourselves as individuals, but the whole industry which we are, or 
ought to be, endeavoring to uplift and advance. 

It seems to me that the lessons to be learned from the experiences of 
the year which has just passed have been startlingly explicit. 

The most in evidence is that it does not pay to sacrifice your goods and 
sell for what you can get simply because the market is temporarily over- 
stocked. If more packers had held onto their peas and tomatoes a year ago, 
instead of throwing them onto the market for anything they could get, and 
had waited until conditions had righted themselves, they would have stock 
to sell now, when the low prices are a thing of the past, and their bank bal- 
ances would be quite different. . 

Again, it does not pay to try to pack vegetables with a prospective 
profit of 6 or 7% on your investment, as these bad years will certainly come, 
and they will wipe out your principal in time unless you have prepared for 
them during the good years by exacting a fair margin above the cost of 
packing for your goods. 

Third, and I am very loathe to say it again, as I have made it a part of 
every address I have delivered before this Association, it does not pay to 
pack a poor grade of stock, as, so far as I know, there has never been a 
surplus of the fine grades; and, while in making this statement I refer par- 
ticularly to peas, yet I am informed upon good authority that it applies to 
all vegetables as well; but this I do know that the surplus of peas a year 
ago was only of the poorer and hence cheaper stocks. And, while it costs 
mare, perhaps, to pack the finer grades, you can always sell at a margin of 
profit. On the other hand, if your goods are poor, you may have to sell 
away below cost of packing, and interest, fixed expenses, etc., must be 
paid whether vour product is in your warehouse or in the stomachs of the 
consumers. 

The corn packer is today where the other two members of the trio were 
a year ayo, and their experience of the past year would seem to be at least 
something of a guide to him and an incentive to keep his head, as well as 
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his price, as a year from now may see a condition where the holder of corn 
will be the packer to be envied. 

Another very evident fact was demonstrated a year ago in that the 
buyer of canned goods knew more than the packer did of the size of the 1904 
pack and the proportion of it-in the hands of the packer; and yet we have 
an Association, one of the principal objects of which is to collect and dis- 


.seminate statistics, and the Secretary has to my certain knowledge endeay- 


ored, to the best of his ability, to procure und furnish. these statistics, so 
that the members of this Association might at least know something about 
the gross amount of vegetables packed in the territory covered by the Asso- 
ciation, but, although the trade journals procure these reports and the 
jobber gets them in his own way, yet the packer, the most interested of all 
perhaps, has the least knowledge of the situation, and goes on blindly _ 
packing for a market which does not exist, or else failing to take advant- 
age of a depleted one, 

Now, there is no reason in the world why the packer should not know 
every month the exact condition of the canned goods market, so far as 
stocks are concerned, and can compare his report with that of the corre- 
sponding one of the preceding year or years. 

Of course, the territory covered by this Association is limited, but I am 
satisfied that the Secretary can enter into an arrangement with the Secre- 
taries of the Atlantic States and the New York Associations whereby an ex- 
change of reports can be effected and a report sent out which would repre- 
sent the whole United States. Necessarily this to be of any value would 
have to be accurate, but the value of an accurate report of the canned goods 
situation throughout the whole country would be not only so great, but so 
self-evident, that no packer could afford to be without it. 

The Pure-Food question continues, like the Spirit of Banquo, to walk 
the earth and will not ‘‘down’’ at the demand of the ‘‘dope’’ producer 
and the manufacturer who produces tomato catsup out of an inferior qual- 
ity of sawdust and red ink. It is a question which should not and, in fact, 
does not affect the packer of canned goods, except by reason of being har- 
assed by State laws intended for the other fellow. Congress is attempting 
to relieve the situation by a United States law which will protect the inno- 
cent and punish only the guilty; and it is the least that this Association can 
do in joining with the Atlantic States Association in a resolution indorsing 
the measure known as the Hepburn Bill. It is high time that the packers 
went on record as indorsing a Pure-Food Law which would be national in 
its scope and would so operate as to relieve the goods now packed in her- 
metically sealed cans of the unjust odium which now rests on them of being 
not strictly pure.

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We, as packers, know that there is not a can of vegetables on the mar- 
ket today that is not strictly pure; it may be of poor quality, but if so it is sold 
for just what it is and at a cheap price, but it has been sterilized solely by 
heat, and it contains no adulterant; notwithstanding this, however, there is 
a popular impression in the minds of the public that canned goods are all 
adulterated, and the only difference is as to the degree to which it is 
carried, as probably some are more adulterated than others. Most people 
do not stop to think that heat is the easiest as well as the cheapest method 
of sterilization and that the majority of packers at least are intelligent 
beings; and, as far as the vegetables themselves are concerned, it would be 
hard to substitute anything that would not be easily detected by simply 
opening the can and looking at the contents, and it would seem as though 
only a very unintelligent being would try to adulterate when deception 
would be so easily detected. 

If the public could be assured of what undoubtedly is a fact, that 
canned goods are always pure, it would increase their consumption immeas- 
urably. During the season of 1905, according to the most complete statis- 
tics obtainable, there was packed in the whole United States, with a popu- 
lation of over seventy millions of people, 3,500,000 cases of peas, 14,000,000 
cases of corn and about 7,000,000 cases of tomatoes. Now, I suppose that 
canned vegetables are about as cheap a kind of food, considering their nu- 
tritive value, as can be eaten, and still, if four people constitute an average 
family, it has taken 18,000,000 families to eat 84,000,000 cans of peas, or 
less than five cans for each family for a whole year; and in the same time 
this family has consumed about nine cans of tomatoes and about eighteen 
cans of corn. Just think of it, only a little more than thirty cans of all the 
great staples put together! Now, it must be conceded that for such a con- 
dition of things there must be a reason, and that there is either something 
wrong with the goods, or their reputation has been unjustly besmirched. 
We know of a certainty that the goods are all right, but it is radically nec- 
essary to redeem their reputation from the slander which rests upon it, 
otherwise it is of no avail to try to increase consumption. A Pure-Food law 
strictly enforced would remove this unjust stigma, if anything will, and if 
so it will increase the consumption of canned goods to a degree that would 
make a surplus an impossibility, for, if the enormous yield of corn the past 
year produced only 14,000,000 cases, one would naturally think that if the 
people were only persuaded to eat, it would be a small supply for a popula- 
tion so large as this country will soon hold. 

At the last meeting of this Association a committee was appointed on 
‘Purity and Promotion of Consumption,’’ and we hope for an interesting 


report that will put us in the way to get some practical work done along 
these lines. 

In closing this, my last address as President of this Association, I would 
like to take the opportunity to sum up what appears to me as the most 
important, as well as very evident lessons of the three years that have just 
passed. 

First—That we should pack only sufficient goods to take care of the 
sales we have made, with sufficient provision for an additional supply large 
enough to make sure of making full deliveries. So long as the custom pre- 
vails of selling canned goods in January, which are not to be packed till 
the following summer, it is quite possible for the packer to know before he 
puts in his seed about how many cases of product he will be able to deliver. 
And just so long as the packer continues to speculate in his own géods, the 


market will continue to be uncertain, supply and demand will have no> 


co-relation and both buyer and seller will continue to live on the ragged 
edge of despair every year until the result of the packing season is known. 

Second—The packer should not sacrifice his ‘‘spot’’ stocks at the 
close of his packing, just because a surplus exists. There is so much of this 
sort of thing being done that special attention should be given it, as nothing 
so demoralizes conditions as to have large blocks of surplus stocks thrown 
on the market, just because the packer has the goods and his broker has 
told him that he must sell now and for what he can get, or hold his stock 
for evermore. The results of last year’s business in peas and tomatoes 
should be sufficient evidence that prices will come back to the normal if 
only a little time is given and that it will pay in the end to wait till you can 
get a fair price. 

Third—Too many packers are figuring on a fictitious basis of cost when 
making prices on their goods. The result has been that it was the lucky 
packer indeed who came out any more than even during the last three or 
four years; and, when the enormous investment in this great industry is 
considered, it is taking long odds to continue to do business on so close a 
margin, as at best it is a greater ‘‘ gamble’’ than any other line of business. 

Let this Association bring the weight of its influence to bear in urging 
Congress to enact a measure that will enable the packer to unload the im- 
putation that canned goods are impure; then pack only the very best quality 
possible, in such quantity as we know we can sell, and charge a price that 
will leave us a reasonable margin of profit after we have paid the whole 
cost not only of packing, but of marketing our goods.

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THE RAILROAD RATE BILL. 


The Rate Bill now being discussed by the United States 
Senate naturally is a very important measure for several reasons. 
In the first place, as Senator Foraker remarked, it is the most 
drastic and important measure that has occupied the attention of 
Congress since the Civil War, and that alone is a very important 
déclaration. This makes it a national matter if nothing else. 
In the second place, it is distinctly the arranging of a position in 
the struggle that is to occur between all of the people of the 
United States and the great railroad interests. As the railroad 
powers taday virtually represent the Trust question, the iniport- 
ance of their position being defined will be apparent. It will test 
the powers of the people as against the corporations, and we 
doubt if any one at the present day can foresee the outcome. 

In the third place, the spirit of this measure of the Rate 
Bill before Congress whether necessary or not is in conflict with 
the general methods of American procedure. We doubt if Con- 
gress has constitutionally any more right to regulate rates upon 
a railway than it has the right to take any property without 
proper compensation, for, unquestionably, Congress has not the 
constitutional right to pass any law that will specifically destroy 
the corporations to which it applies. 

Moreover, it does seem at this age of the earth that such 
action would be unnecessary, at least in the manner prescribed; 
because, if Adam Smith’s dictum be at all correct, it should be 
possible to settle this matter by correct business methods. In 
other words, we only need such laws as will give competition its 
fullest opportunity to bring these railroads to the proper sense of 
their business advantage. It seems also to have too much of 
the nature of a Sumptuary law, which has long been recognized 
all Legislatures should avoid. It will be found that Congress 
has as little right to name the rate of tariff on railroads as it has 
to fix the price on a load of bread. 

On the other hand, it must be admitted that some legislation 
looking to the effect that is desired is absolutely necessary; there 
is no question of this and no one disputes that it is the need of 


the hour. It must be evident to eyeryone that with the increase 
in the population of the United States, national legislation in 
Congress is not only vastly increasing, but is becoming extremely 
complicated; because so large is our country and so different the 
temperament of the people and their needs, that it is almost 
impossible to frame any bill upon any general subject that can 
meet the approval of all people. 

Senator Foraker’s remarks, in his speech this week, although 
not specifically pointing out this fact, undoubtedly show it, 
almost as decisively as he shows that the rulings of commissions 
are generally illegal, as proven by the records that in nineteen 


years the decisions of the Supreme Court have been almost 


always exactly opposed to them. He makes a strong point that 
any ruling in favor of any railroad must be applicable to all rail- 
roads; but under the Interstate Commerce Law and the rulings 
of that Commission the seaboard water facilities will justify a 
railroad in lessening its rate in competition with water travel, 
and a railroad located internally is entitled to the same reduction 
because of its competition with this seaboard railway. 

The bill, most of all, is important in the matter that it is 
one step further than has been taken in respect to the interstate 
commerce movement, and will probably cause an extraordinary 
change in all our politics as applied to it. We know in this 
manner that it is almost dangerous today to even whisper such a 
thing, but, of all the laws that have been enacted, the establish- 
ment of the Interstate Commerce Commission, under the consti- 
tutional provision that Congress has a right to regulate com- 
merce between the States, went further in accomplishing the 
destruction of the independence of the States than did even the 
Civil War; yet this Rate Bill if enacted will go further than that 
and become almost prohibitory of State action with regard to 
this great legislation. 

The bill passed the House and is getting extraordinary 
attention in the Senate; and yet even Senators are almost afraid 
to discuss it plainly and openly for two particular reasons. In 
the first place, it will mark every man who opposes it for the 
enmity of the railroad man; in the second place, it might almost 
terminate the existence of the Senate itself, for as we are today, 
the United States Senate is the last representative recognized as 
representing the States particularly. We may admit it or not, but 
our government is becoming steadily concentrated or concentered, 
and at the rate we are going along it cannot be a long-time 
before State’s rights.and State lines will entirely disappear and 
an entirely new and applicable lot of legislation will have to be 
provided for in their absence. 

But the particular thing at this time is the rate question of 
the railroads and the public control of them to prevent being 
controlled by them is an essential necessity, and it will require 
very much consideration, in all probability much more time than 
the Pure-Food Bill has taken to properly discover how this con- 
trol is to be applied. There is a class of legislation which does 
more harm than good, and we shall, therefore, not feel that any 
great harm is being done if the discussion of this question takes 
several years to its solution. 

The country at present has several very powerful railroad 
syndicates, or what amount to the same thing, and we believe if 
Congress considers this question properly that it will be found 
that there isa natural order of things in a business method 
which can array one of these powers against the other in such a 
way that the public will get the full benefit of these powers and 
that the railroads will not own the whole country, body and 
soul. 

For ourselves we believe at least the writer does, that one of 
the best solutions of this whole railroad question will be for Con- 
gress or the State which ever has the proper power, to pass a 
Bill or Bills, allowing the organization and chartering of com- 
panies which shall merely own the rails and route and keep them 
in order; that other companies who have cars to conform to the 
gauge and requirements of these railroads will at all times have 
their cars hauled by the traction company owning these rails and 
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in this way the best service and rates could be obtained without 
any government having to fix rates or own the railroads. In 
other words let the railroad rails become public highways, where- 
on any one shall have the right to have his vehicles for freight or 
passengers hauled at a regular toll rate for distance or miles; and 
all things adjusted upon that basis instead of as at present. 
Under such a measure we would soon find that we would have 
not only increased facilities but improved methods and lower 
rates. The railroad powers would no longer own the coal mines, 
the iron mines and the natural products and the greatest trouble 
of the present time would disappear within five years from the 
time of the enactment of such a law. Such a condition is certain 
to eventuate anyhow, but it is wearying to think that we may 
have to wait may be a hundred years before this simple solution 
will be reached. 

But in respect to the present Bill we are decidedly of the 
opinion that the wisest Congress that has ever met since civiliza- 
tion began could not frame a bill to govern a commission to man- 
age the difficulties that this commission would have. In other 
words the subject is too big, too important, too diversified, for 
any body large or small to handle it in an equitable way. 


California Expects a War on Sugar. 


Indications now are that California will soon see a war among sugar 
refiners which will be a bitter struggle and which promises to be far-reach- 
ing in its scope, possibly involving sugar prices all over the country. 

A correspondent of ‘‘ The Trade’’ writes from San Francisco concerning 
the situation as follows : 

‘‘Between the competition of the Western Sugar Refining Company 
the Crockett Refinery; the domestic beet sugar interests of California and 
Utah and the Honolulu Plantation Company for the refined sugar business 
of the coast, interesting developements are promised, after April 1st, when 
the sugar refinery at Crockett now controlled by the Sugar Factors Com- 
pany of Honolulu, is expected to begin operation. The capacity of this 
refinery was 500,000 pounds daily, or about 1,500 barrels, but its capacity is 


now being increased. The Western Sugar Refining Company, which is the 
largest interest on the coast, is owmed one-half by the Spreckels interest 
and one-half by the American Sugar Refining Company, with the business 
management in the control of the Spreckels interest. This company was 
formed in the early nineties, when the fiight between Claus Spreckels and 
the American Sugar Refining Company ended; this company took over the 
two refineries in San Francisco—the California Sugar Refiinery, owned by 
Spreckels interest, and the American Sugar Refinery, owned by the Ameri- 
can Sugar Refining Company. The latter refinery was then closed down 
and the California Sugar Refinery, which has a capacity of about 4,000 bar- 
rels daily, has been the refinery that has been operated. About nine years 
ago a few Hawaiian sugar planters and other interests purchased a flour mill 
at Crokett. These interests incorporated the California and Hawaiian Sugar 
Refining Company, and converted the flour mill at Crockett into a Sugar 
Refinery. 

‘*The Hawaiian sugar crop for a number of years past has been sold by 
contract, the Western Sugar Refining Company receiving the supplies they 
require, the balance going to the Atlantic Coast to the American Sugar 
Refining Company. The last contract with the Western Sugar Refining 
Company for Hawaiian sugar expired on Oct. 1, 1905. About five years ago 
contract was made with the California and Hawaiian Sugar Refining Com- 
pany, whereby they were to be paid an annual subsidy of about $200,000 to 
$250,000 to keep their refinery closed. This contract expires on March Ist, 
1906. In the latter part of 1903 the cantrol of the California and Hawaiian 
Sugar Refining Company passed to the Sugar Factors Company of Honolulu, 
which is composed of the Hawaiian sugar plantations, who control about 80 
per cent of the sugar production of the Hawaiian Islands, or practically all 
the sugar outside of that controlled by the Spreckels interest and the 
Honolulu Plantation Company.”’ 

‘*During the past year negotiations were opened looking into a renewal 
of the contract between Hawaiian sugar planters and American refining 
interests, but several hitches occured, and the result was that the contract 
with the Western Sugar Refining Company was not renewed and the 
Crockett refinery is to resume operations. The competition of the Honolulu 
Plantation Company, which makes white sugar suitable for the fruit packers, 
and last year produced 20,106 tons, also was a factor which stood in the way 
of a renewal of the contract. It is understood that during the coming season 
the Hutchinson Company, another outside plantation, which last season 
made 7,107 tons of sugar, will combine with the Honolulu Plantation Com- 
pany and make white sugar. The American Sugar Refining Company of 
New York last fall contracted with the Hawaiian planters for their entire

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crop for the next three years, giving the Hawaiian planters the privilege 
of retaining 150,000 tons, or any part thereof, presumbly to be shipped to 
their plant at Crockett, Cal., for refining. This leaves the Western Sugar 
Refining Company without supplies from the Hawaiian Islands, exclusive 
of such supplies as are controlled by the Spreckles interest, and amount to 
about 40,000 tons. The amount of Hawaiian sugar that the Western Sugar 
Refining Company received while the last contract was in force was 100,000 
to 150,000 tons per annum; therefore to obtain supplies sufficient to meet 
requirements sugar will have to be obtained elsewere, possibly from Java, 
Cuba, or perhaps the Philippine Islands, which, if the Philippine Islands 
tariff bill becomes a law, will make an attractive market for Philippine 
sugar in this country.” 


Craft, Texas.—J. W. Thompson of Craft, Cherokee Co., desires full in- 
formation on cannery outfit, cans and supplies. He will probably pack 
fruits and vegetables. 


Platteville, Colo.—Mr. Jas. H. Stanton reports that they have just com- 
pleted a canning factory at this place, and that they expect to operate this 
year. It has a capacity of 10,000 cans per day.

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CALIFORNIA MARKET. 


Exeellent Outlook for the Coming Season—Timely and Abundant 
Rains—Everywhere in the State Crops in Fine Condition. 


SAN Francisco, CAL., Feb. 24, 1906. 


A couple of months ago the outlook for good crops this = 


year in California was somewhat gloomy on account of the 
scarcity of rain up to that time. Since then, however, all fear 
of such an outcome from the source mentioned has been dispelled 
and we now face a condition of affairs which presages good crops 
all over the State. In the two letters previous to this one I 
reported rain and can still do so. Today and the past week has 
shown intermittent rainstorms which have been well distributed 
and where they were the most needed. From San Diego to Sis- 
kiyou counties, or from one end of the State to the other come 
reports of splendid rains. In the Sierra Nevada Mountains 
twelve feet of snow is recorded. This will remain well packed 
until later in the year, when it will reach the valleys via tke 
river, creeks and irrigation ditches in its melted state. The 
crystallized reservoir which Providence thus maintains in the 
mountains of this State proves a boon of incalculable value to the 
agricultural interests of this section of the country, and since 
such vast irrigation systems have been built in the Central Val- 
leys, fed by the melting snows at the time most needed, the 
danger from drought grows less each year as these systems are 
extended over a wider expanse of territory. As noted in pre- 
vious letters, the cattie and sheep in the grazing country in the 
foothills were getting into a very serious condition on account of 
lack of feed, but this last rain‘has brought the green grass out 
everywhere, and stock are fattening up rapidly. 

Taking reports from different sections of. te State as fol- 


lows: Sacramento says ** Everything is in splendid condition 


and no damage reported from the storm;’’ Stockton says ** If 


rain came to order, it could hardly have arrived in better season 
for the fruit, grain and farming interests generally. The out- 
look for good crops could not be better than at the present time;’’ 
Oakland says *‘ Alameda county has received a thorough drench- 


_ing and as a result the crop prospects never looked better. The 
_ fruit crop is in excellent condition and as a result the fruit men 


are rejoicing;’’ San Jose says he rain came gently and every 
drop penetrated the soil. Crop conditions were never more 
encouraging, notwithstanding the fact that the rainfall to date 
of 7.33 inches is four inches less than that of last season to the 
corresponding date. Pasturage is good and growing rapidly, 
crops have been sowed under the mest favorable conditions and 
the fruit outlook, as near as may be judged this early in the 
season, was never better.’’ Fresno says ‘‘ The crop prospects 
were never better. Plowing is general, green feed has started 
well and needs only a few days of sunshine to make good growth. 
Fruit trees are budding, apricots, almonds and early varieties 
having blossomed in some portions of the county. ‘The increase 
in peach and citrus acreage is great this year, and it is stated 
that over 800,000 peach trees have been sold from the nursery 
yards here.’’ Los Angeles says ‘‘ Crops were never in better 
prospect than at present. The rain during the present season 
has come most opportunely and the growth of all sorts of crops 
has been unusually rapid. Hay and pasturage are in luxuriant 
growth and a most prosperous season is looked forward to;’’ San 
Diego says ‘‘ San Diego county has never had a brighter outlook 
for increased inaterial prosperity than at present. Tast season’s 
abundant rains induced an optimism which has been confirmed 
by heavy crops and another season of generous rainfall. Up to 
the present time 7.90 inches of rain has fallen this winter, the 
ground is thoroughly soaked, all streams are running and nearly 
every reservoir in the county is filled. The grain crop will be 
large, orange and lemon trees will yield heavily and the honey 
crop promises to exceed the record-breaking one of last year.’

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So I submit the evidence. Frost appears to be the only danger 
to be feared. 

I recently made reference to the progress of the plans of the 
American-Hawaiian Steamship Company with regard to their 
arrangements with the National Tehuantepec Railroad. Already 
contracts for over 600,000 tons of freight have been passed be- 
tween the parties named. So great are the prospects for heavy 
traffic that the Mexican Government is now having engineers 
plan a double-track system instead of the single-track line now 
built. The harbor work at Salina Cruz, on the Pacific side, and 
at Coatzocolcos, on the Atlantic side, is almust completed, at 
which time the road will be thrown open for traffic. The time 
from New York to San Francisco will be about 30 days, which is 
practically as good as the transcontinental rail systems can do on 
an average. The freight business will be changed materially by 
this new short route—part water and part rail. 

Our Coast packers are anticipating lower prices on sugar 
this season, owing to the impending sugar war between the 
Western Sugar Refining Co., the American-Hawaiian Sugar Re- 
fining Co., the domestic beet sugar interests of California and 
Utah and the Honolulu Plantation Co. The second-named con- 
cern is the new factor in the field and bids fair to be a most for- 
midable competitor. 

The local canned goods situation shows no material change, 
with the possible exception of tomatoes, which have shown a 
little unseasonable weakness, due to weak holders. Ninety cents 
is the price for 2}2-lb. goods, but some few sales are reported on 
a basis of 85c. to 8732c. 

Labor interests here are varrying on a campaign against the 
employment of Japanese labor in some orchards, and claim that 
they are going to persuade their Eastern friends to demand the 
Union label on all California fruits—dried, canned or fresh. 
The success of the movement is being observed with foreboding 
by the growers. White help cannot be secured in sufficient 


quantity when needed and the present agitation will eventually 
militate against the unions by throwing their people out of work 
at the canneries because of lack of fruit. 

CALIFORNIAN”? 


A Wireless Greeting to the Convention. 


The Portland (Me.) Z-.press of February 13 coutained the following 


- account of a message of greeting to the assembled Associations: 


Two messages were sent today from this city to Atlantic City, N. J., as 
a result of the Annual Convention of the National Canners’ Association 
opening there this morning. 

The first was unique from the fact that it was sent entirely by wireless, 
the De Forest Station at South Portland being used in transmitting the 
message, and was a greeting from Portland, where the canned goods indus- 
try was first started in America, It was sent by Henry Dennis, the veteran 
canned goods commission merchant of this city, and was as follows: 

Portland, the birthplace of the canned goods industry of America, the 
home of its pioneers, Nathan Winslow, Lewis, Burnham, Huegg, Conant 
and Lang, sends greetings and best wishes by the American De Forest Wire- 
less Telegraph to the several Conventions now in session at Atlantic City. 
The cradle of the industry is not its grave. Maine’s motto is ‘* Dirigo.”’ 

(Signed ) HENRY DENNISs. 

The message was sent by direct wireless and was then repeated back by 
the land route. It was received all right in time for the opening of the 
Convention at 10 o’clock this morning and was doubtless presented to it 
during the forenoon session. 

The canned goods industry in America was started near the present site 
of Riverton Park in an old blacksmith shop and the first canning factory 
in this country was erected on what is now the present park, but a few 
steps away from the rustic theatre. The factories after that date were built 
on the preseut site of the Riverton Park Casino. 

The second message to be sent this morning was dispatched by Mayor 
Nathan Clifford, It was addressed to Mayor Stoy, of Atlantic City, and offtici- 
ally extended the greeting of Portland to Atlantic City and to the Canners’ 
Convention in session there. It also expressed a hope that the National 
Canners’ Convention would accept the hospitality of Portland and hold 
its next, or one of its Conventions in the near future in the Forest City.
